THE OHE vUST ENDED IS THE TO DAYS OF TALKS BETWEEN 
SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER AND SOUTH AFRICA'S PRINE 
HINISTER VORSTER. THE HEETING JUST GETTING UNDERYAY 
IS THAT OF THE ORGANIZATION OF AFRICAN UNITY AT PORT LOUIS, 
THE CAPITAL OF MAURITIUS. AT BOTH THE SPORADIC GUERRILLA 
WARFARE IN RHODESIA AND THE RECENT SLOODY RIOTS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA WERE AND ARE iiAJOR TOPICS. AND RECOGNIZING AFRICAN 
COUNTRIES' INTEREST IN THE CONVERSATIONS IW GERMANY, 
SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER IS SENDING ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY SCHAUFFLE TO GIVE THE OAU FOREIGN MINISTERS A FULL 
REPORT. AT A HEWS CONFERENCE AFTER HIS MEETING WITH MISTER 
VORSTER, SECRETARY KISSTiIGER SAID THAT THE PRINCIPAL AIN OF 
HIS TALKS WAS ACCOMPLISHED. THAT “AS TO MAKE CLEAR TO THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN PRIME MIMISTER,. WASHINGTON'S DEEP CONCERN 
OVER THE SITUATION IN THAT COUNTRY AKD ITS NEIGHDORS, 
RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA. 

DOCTOR KISSINGER MADE THESE POINTS IN HIS TALK WITH 
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THE UNITED STATES ONCE HORE, AS IT HAS REPEATEDLY IN 
THE PAST, NADE CLEAR TO HISTER VORSTER THAT IT IN NO WAY 
CONDONES HIS GOVERNHENT'S POLICY OF INSTITUTIONALIZED AND 
LEGALIZED RACIAL SEPARATION. DOCTOR KISSINGER RECALLED 
THAT AT LAST SATURDAY'S UHITED HATIONS SECURITY COUNCIL 
SESSION, THE UNITED STATES SUGGESTED THAT SOUTH AFRICA 
SHOULD TAKE THE RECENT RIOTS AS A WARNING THAT IT MUST 
ABANDON ITS SYSTEF OF RACIAL SEPARATION, FOR THE RIOTS 
PROVE THAT BLACK AFRICANS IN SOUTH AFRICA SEE PEACEFUL 
ACTION AS AN II:POSSIBLE MEANS OF ACHIEVING AM ALTERATION IN 
THAT SYSTEM. THAT WARNING--ECHOED BY OTHERS--IS EMBODIED 
IN A U.N. RESOLUTION WHICH CONDE!NNED SOUTR AFRICA FOR ITS 
HANDLING OF THE RACIAL RIOTS. THE UNITED STATES AlID THE 
OTHER COUNCIL MEMBERS ADOPTED THE RESOLUTION By CONSENSUS. 

THE UNITED STATES HAS ALWAYS HELD THAT A SOLUTION OF 
NOT ONLY SOUTH AFRICA'S RACIAL PROCLEH, BUT OF THE 
RHODESIAN QUESTION REQUIRES THAT THE RIGHTS OF MAJORITIES 
AND MINORITIES BE GUARAI'TEED. SECRETARY KISSINGER SAID HE 
HAD REITERATED THIS VIEW IN HIS TALKS WITH PRIHE MINISTER 
VORSTER. 

IT IS CLEAR FROH SECRETARY KISSINGER'S STATEMENTS THAT 
WASHINGTON IS CONVINCED THIS IS THE ONLY ROAD TO A PEACEFUL 
SOLUTION TO SOUTHERN AFRICA'S PROBLEHS--A SOLUTION THAT WILL 
ALLOW ALL ITS COMMUNITIES TO EXIST Iii DIGNITY AND SELF-RESPECT. 
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
